Will Take Active Partin Con-

Thinks Democrats Have Excellent 
Chance to Carry) House—Consid- 
ers Maine Results Very Sig- 
nificant and Favorable 
to Democracy.

Mr. Bryan is sanguine of democratic 
success in the congressional election, and 
is fully in line for a lightning campaign, 
as he believes that victory at this time 
will mean a great deal for the future of 
the party. 

The result in Maine, where the repub- 
lican majority was greatly_reduced, is 
considered especially significant by Mr.

If one were inclined to endow Nature

In the present case there is a differ- 
ence; having. been softened by most 
moving chapters in our own vicinity, 
we are prepared to read of disaster 
several thousand miles away with a 
very real catch of the heartstrings.

their return such of their property as 
may be within the boundaries of local 
school districts. 

“The purpose of this amendment is to 
cure a defect in the act approved Au- 
gust 23, 1905, relative to the taxation of 
railroad property, which act was de- 
clared by Our supreme court in the case 
of Brown et al v. the Southern Rallway 
Company, as unconstitutional, in that it 
was antapgpnistic to article 7, section I, 
paragraph ! of the constitution, for the 
reason that the ad valorem tax there 
imposed was upon the property only of 
taxpayers who were required by law to 
make return of their property to the 
county tax receiver, and omitted to tax 
the property of another class of tax- 
payers, such as railroads, who are re- 
quired to make returns to the comptroller 
general. (See Brown et al. v. Southern 
Railway oCmpany, March term, 1906.) 

“The object of the amendment under 
investigation was to cure this defect ang 
make specifically subject to taxation al] 
property lying within the boundaries of 
the school] district and to provide ma- 
chinery for the collection of the tax. The 
following: language ig found fh section 
5 of this amendment, as follows: ‘It is 
hereby made the duty of every such cor- 
poration in this state in addition to the 
facts now required to be shown in their 
returns to the comptroller general to also 
show in said returns the value of such 
corporation’s property in each of said 


school districts through which it runs, 
and for the purpose of enabling such 
corporation to show in said retutns the 
value of itg property in such school dis- 
trictg it ig hereby made the duty of 
the county superintendent of schools in 
each county to furnish, on or before Jan- 
uary !, 1907, to each of such corpora- 
tions, information as to:the boundaries 
of each school district in which such 
corporation may have property, such ag 
wil] enable guch corporation to determine 
the amount of its property in such dis- 
trict, ang he shal also furnish similar 
information whenever the boundaries of 
any school district may be changed.’ 

“Thig language leaveg no room for con- 
struction. The act wag passed and ap- 
proved August 2!, 1906, after the date 
retquired by law for the return of rail- 
roac property. In the absence of explicit 
language, a tax imposed is never to be 
retrospectove in its application. The 
courts always construe statutes as pro- 
spective and no; retrospective, unless con- 
strained to the contrary course by the 
(First Cooley 
on Taxation, 494-495.) There is no lan- 
guage in this act which would admit of 
the construction that the legisiattire in- 
tended that it should apply where returns 
had already been made, but on the con- 
trary, there is this express provision, that 
this detailed information was to be given 
‘on or before January |, i907.’ It was, 
of course, impossible for the railroads 
to have anticipated the action of the leg- 
islature in making thetr returns, and hav- 
ing made their returns in conformity wita 
existing laws, and you, as comptroller 
general, having accepted those returns, 
yourself not being able to anticipate the 
actiop of the legislature, and the returns 
having been thug made and thus accept- 
eq as satisfactory to you, the transac- 
tion is closed. . The law, however, by its 
terms, applies to future returns and not 
to past returns. It is prospective and not 
retrospective. It ig the settled policy 
of the legislature to ass its tax acts at 
least a year preceding the vear for which 
the tax was collectable. This has been 
the uniform practice and there is noth- 
ing in this act which would authorize a 
departure from this pratcice, but on the 
contrary, an express provision that the 
mode of procedure was to become opera- 
tive ‘on or before January |, 1907.’ 

“IT am therefore of the opinion the late 
amendment providing for the collection of 
taxes out of corporationg who make their 
returns to your office for taxatoin, so far 
ag ‘district school’ taxes go, is not oper- 
ative unti] January, 1907, but where 
counties as such have adopted local tax- 


ation for public schools, the law is as to 
such counties now operative, and sucna 
corporations are liable to the present year 
for the tax by virtue of the original act 
independently of the late amendment: the 
original act and the genera] law of force 
affording all the necessary machinery 
for the assessment, levy and collection

EORGIA’S famous and long-his- 
G toried light artillery battery, anal 
. Chatham Artillery, of Savannah, 
is to be eguipped with a complete new 
battery of the latest model, the same 2s 
is now in use by the.light artillery of 
the United States. 

This is one of the new 3-inch field bat- 
teries, Consisting of four breech-loading 
rifles and four caissons, the value of 
which is about $75,000. This, however, 
Goes not cOme out of the regular appro- 
priation made to the state militia by the 
United States government. It will be 
paid. for out of a special appropriation 
of $1,000,000 made several years ago 
for the purpose of arming the light 
artillery batteries with modern field 
pieces. 

These new guns are now practicatly 
ready at the Rock Island, Ilis., arsenal, 
and “will be delivered to the Chathams 
before January | next. This delay is 
due to the fact that the contractors have | 
been slow in supplying the artillery | 
wheels and shields for the caissons. 

Atlanta Battery to Get Guns. 

As a result of this, the Governor's ! 
Light Artillery of Atlanta, a newly or- 
ganized light arti‘lery ‘battery, will also 
profit, as it will receive the two 3.2-inch 
breech-loading rifles which are now in 
use by the Chathams. These are also 
modern guns, having been in use for 
only a few years, and the new 3-i nch yj 
ries have only recently been substi- | 
tuted for them.

After he had lain under a heavy door 


88-year-old son of John W. Wells, of 26) 
Corput street, wae found dead yesterday | 
morning in an old building which was 
once used by the Atlanta Plow works 
at 624 Marietta street. 

For more than twenty-four hours the 
dead boy hgd lain under the door which 
had fallen upon him and all the while 
there was one person who knew that he 
lay there dead, and that person was his 
little schoolmate and playmate, Carl 
Anderson, the !0-year-old son of E. M, 
Anderson, of 110 Plum street. 

Carl Anderson had seen the door when 
it fell upon his playmate; he knew that 
the boy had been crushed to death, but 
he told no one of the affair until yes- 
terday morning when at school and after 
Charles Wells had been found dead. 

From the peculiar nature of the acci- 
dent it was at first believed that the boy 
had been murdered and e door placed 
over the body to conceal the crime, City 
Detectives Spradlin and Kilpatrick were 
@etailed on the case and they soon satis- 
fied themselves that the child’s death 
had been due to an accident. 


Old Building Was Unsafe. 

The buflding in which the boy met his 
death is an old dilapidated. affair, which 
was described to the coroner’s jury as 
“unsafe, unsanitary and should be torn 
down at once.”” The building is a one 
story affair and faces close on the side- 
walk on Marietta street. The front en- 
trance is closed by a large heavy door 
that slides on wheels at the top swung 
to an iron bar. In the center of the 
large door is a smaller one. The large 
door could easily be swung open at the 
bottom so as to admit a person. Charles 
Wells had entered the building and while 
on the inside the door dropped from the 
iron rod above and fell upon him, crush- 
ing him to death. Just how this hap- 
pened will never clearly be known. 

Carl Anderson undertook: to tell the 
coroner's jury about it, but his state- 
ments were not very lucid. The child 
was frightened at the time of the acci- 
dent and was far from befng reassured 
when on the witness stand. 

The testimony of Carl Anderson made 
a very dramatic feature of the tragedy, 


Found His Child Dead.

Walked ¢C-ver Dead Body. 

Policeman F. E Mizelle testified that 
he was on the beat Wednesday night 
where the boy waa killed. 

‘It is my . custom to look into that 
old building every night,” stated the 


witness. “I could easily get insiae by 
bottom, 
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passed the building Wednesday night 
at 12:30 o'clock, and saw the door 
down. I thought it had been blown down 
by the wind. I: stepped inside, and 
walked over the door, holding my search 
light in my hand all the time. <As I 
stood on that door little I dreamed that 
under me lay the dead and crushed body 
of a child. I went into the ‘Duilding a 
second time that night just before day- 
light, and again I walked over that. door 
beneath which lay the dead boy. It is 
my opinion from all the circumstances 
that the boy went into the building by 
swinging open’ the door at the bottom, 
and as he stopped inside the heavy door, 
which weighs over a thousand pounds, 
struck against the side of the house, and 
was jolted from the rod. The door Was 
about i2 feet high, and the boy was 
found about 8 feet from the bottom of 
the door. I think that building should 
have been torn down long ago. It is un- 
safe, unsanitary, and dangerous.’’

Verdict of Coroner’s Jury.
